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French Are Holding Germans All 


Along New Line of Battle, Paris 


Statement Says. 


ENEMY FAILS IN ONE THING 


Invaders do not Foliow up Advan­ 


tage When They Cross Yser— 


Believed Due to Losses. 


(B y United Press.) 
Paris, Oct. 20.- The Germans are 
being held all along the new line of 
buttle in the north while the French 
are pressing the fighting on the ex­ 
treme right in an effort to force a 
change in the German plans. 
This 
was the interpretation placed today 
on the 
announcement 
that severe 
fighting has taken place in both the 
Woevre and Argonne regions. 
The 
Germans, in order to make their op­ 
erations from the north successful, 
withdrew the Zavarian troops from 
their left and sent them into action 
in Belgium supported by the 
fresh 
levies from Cologne and Berlin. The 
French have taken advantage of this 
and as a result it is believed they are 
now maintaining so stern an offen­ 
sive on their right that the pressure 
on their extreme left must shortly be 
relieved by forcing the Germans to 
sent some of their forces from the 
Belgian front hack around to the 
Woevre region. 
The advances 
of the 
Germans 
across the Yser lias not been follow­ 
ed with any further offensive moves. 
This is believed due to their terrific 
losses in gaining 
their success at 
this point. 
All reports 
from the 
front agree that the Germans sacri­ 
ficed thousands of men in this move­ 
ment and all 
along the 
front the 
ground is 
reported 
covered with 
dead and wounded Germans. 
The fleet continues its operations 
along the coast 
from 
Nieuport to 
Os tend the heavy naval guns con­ 
stantly raking the German positions 
which have now been withdrawn in­ 
land from two to five miles.

that

lacks ui 
fellow­ 
ship when it is cold 
and 
formal. 
Well wc are right so far as we go. 
Fellowship consists of compunion- 
shio hut there are other essential 
element s. 
The word from which our English 
word* fellowship is translated means 
primariallv to have part in, or par- 
m r hip. Christ formed a circle of 
divine commonwealth 
welded 
to­ 
gether hv loyalty to himself, and pre- 
vaded by a spirit of mutual help­ 
fulness and service. 
The philoso­ 


p h e r s had dreamed of tin* brother­ 
hood of men but it remained for the 
disciples and their master to realize 
it. 
The disciples had all things in 
common. 
They sold their posses­ 
sions and put the proceeds into a 
common 
trca^urery. 
Anninia and 
Sophira violated the mutual trust by 
trying to share its rewards without 
hearing the full share of the burdens 
and expenses. 
The fellowship of 
the 
apostles 
was, therefore, that friendship of 
kindred spirits which found its ex­ 
pression in mutual service in the 
support and work of the church and 
in the mutual sharing of its b l e s s ­ 
ings. 
A community is not practical to- 
lay, bat the fellowship of the apos­ 
tles is not only practical but es­ 
sential to the welfare of the church 
and consists in having part in the 
service and rewards of the church. 
Everyone 
should 
support 
the 
church with his means to the best of 
his ability and lie who does not re­ 
fuses to meet-a just obligation. Tin 
sin of Anninia was not simply ly­ 
ing to Peter. 
The lie was told to 
cover up the real >in. 
The real sin 
consisted in trying to share the hon­ 
ors and blessings of the community

church we must hear our share of 
the work of the church. 
We should

fused to give him half of the high­ 
way. 
H i s foot was severely hurt. 
The auto did not even stop to see if 
he was hurt. The number of the ma­ 
chine was obtained and he will write 
to the secretary of state to find the 
name of the owner. 
He told the po­ 
lice that he would file charges as 
soon as he learned the name of the 
driver of the machine* 
Bvmaster 
was 
here 
attending the 
football 
game and was on his way home at 
the time of the 
accident. 
Fresh 
gravel on the road, it is stated, caus­ 
ed the auto driver to keep all the 
road and Bvmaster was hit.

“ third 
degree” by the 
police and 


prosecutor, the hoy who stole the au­ 


tomobile owned by James Spillman 


of Milrov, and who was caught at 


Greenfield, admitted 
this afternoon 


that his name was Russel Borden, of 


near 
Reedville,

county. 


The boy stuck to his original story 


that his name was Harold Williams 


of Nashville, Tenn., until arraigned 
before Mayor Rebout this afternoon, 
and all manner of questioning up 
until this time failed to shake his 
story, although the police were con­ 
vinced that he was no^ telling the 
truth. 


When confronted this 
afternoon 
with his own record, the hoy owned 
up and told 
the officers 
that his 
name was Russell Borden and that 
he was the son of Nick Borden, an 
old soldier living 
near 
Reedville. 
The Borden hoy formerly lived in 
Shelbyville and was 
sentenced to 
Plainfield from that city. 


When arraigned this afternoon he 
waived preliminary hearing and was 
hound over to the grand jury. 
This 
was about all that could he done as 
the mayor has no power to sentence 
him on a grand larceny charge. The 
prosecutor'promised the boy that the 
ease would he 
taken 
up by the 
grand jury on 
Thursday after tlie 
election. 
Borden promised the of­ 
ficers that he would write to his 
father and see if he would not help 
him. Borden gave us his reason for 
using an assumed name that he did 
not want his people to find out that 
he was in trouble. 
Tie took the first 
name that came to his mind, that of 
Harold Williams and gave Nashville 
as his home.

“Reports Indicate That Progressive 
Congressmen Will Be Elected in Sev­ 
en, Possibly Nine, Congressional Dis­ 
tricts.” 
“The Election of the Progressive 
State Ticket Is Now Practically As­ 
sured.” 
On Oct. 29. 1912, headlines of the 
Indianapolis Star were as follows: 
“Mighty Tide Carries Beveridge on 
Crest.” 
“Standpat Papers Declare Old Par­ 
ties Concede Victory to Progressive 
Nominee for Governor.” 
Oct. 22, 1912, the following editorial 
statement was made: 
“The Beveridge sweep of Indiana is 
one of the marvels of politics. 
In the 
candidacy of Beveridge the voters see 
an opportunity to get a keen, aggres­ 
sive, rightminded advocate of practi­ 
cal reforms, and practicable measure 
of relief. This explains the Beveridge 
sweep which is carrying the Progres­ 
sive party forward to victory.” 
On Oct. 30, 1912, headlines in the 
Indianapolis Star were as follows: 
“Count of Noses Signals Result.” 
"Everywhere Straw Ballots Indicate 
Election of Roosevelt and Beveridge.” 
“The Result of Polls Taken in Indus­ 
trial Centers Has Been to Prove That 
Roosevelt Is to Be Elected and Bever­ 
idge Is to Sweep the State.” 
On Nov. 3, 1912, the Indianapolis 
Star reported a meeting of Senator 
Beveridge and Senator Clapp to a 
large crowd that gathered at the State- 
house grounds. 
In this meeting Bev­ 
eridge predicted his own election and 
the election of Theodore Roosevelt. 
How much these headlines of two 
years ago are like the headlines of the 
Indianapolis Star, and Crawford Fair­ 
banks’s Terre Haute Star these Octo­ 
ber days. 
Only the excitable are in­ 
fluenced by such extravagent press 
statements. 
The betting in Indianap­ 
olis has been two to one or more all 
along, and is now, that Beveridge will 
run a poor third at the election on 
Nov. 3.

When a telegraph wire is brok en or 
damaged, say , sev eral hu ndred miles 
away , how does the operator, sitting 
In his office, k now ex actly where the 
accident occu rred? 
The ex planation is simple.

qu ires, as ev ery one k nows, consider 
able force to send electricity throu gh i 
a wire. The longer the wire the great­ 
er, of cou rse, mu st be the force requ ir­ 
ed. 
This force is measu red in u nits, j 
called by electricians "ohms.” 
Let ns 
su ppose that a wire between a New 
York office and a point 150 miles away 
has brok en somewhere. 
The telegra­ 
pher k nows that when the wire was 
intact there were requ ired, say , 2,100 
ohms to facilitate the cu rrent, or fou r­ 
teen ohms to the mile. 
He now finds 
that he can send a cu rrent with only 
7 00 ohms. Div iding 7 00 by 14 , he finds 
that the break in the wire is fifty miles 
from his end.—New York Tribu ne.
